However, M. de /a Rue came over to E-g/and afterwards, 
and converſed with Sir WW. Perkins, Captain Porter, Mr. Char-

T E horrid Deſign to Aſſaſſinate our Gracious So-

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Conferences and Conſultations about this Matter in Jarua- 
ry, February, and March, 1694, Andat the Mitre-Tavern 
in St. James's-Market, they ask'd him if he would be con- 
cerned in caſing them from the Yoak that lay upon them ? 
meaning the preſent Government : And Caprain Porter told 


him, That the deſign was to take the King off, or elſe to 


hurry Him away to Rumney-Marſh alive, and carry Him in- 


to France ; and if they could not take Him alive, then they 


would aflaſſinate Him, and pretend it was done by a ran- 
dom Shot. They: told him further, That they had ſent 
to King Fames for a Commiſſion to execute this Matter, as 
thinking it a neceſſary Authority for them to a& by ; but, 
the Commiſſion being long delay?d, they refolv'd to do it 
without one; and a few days before the King was to go 


to Flanders, they ſaid, That all things were in readineſs for 


their Deſign, but they wanted a. Ship. to carry the King 
eff, and endeavoured to hire one at Deal, Charncck having 
a Recommendation ro ſome Body there for that purpoſe : 
Bur it is far more probable that the Ship was to have car- 
ried. themſelves off after the Aflafſination, becauſe the 
French Troops were not then ina readineſs to protect them, 
nor had they any Party fornvd in the Kingdom that were 
able ro do it ; but however that is, the King went ſudden-. 
ly to Planders, and ſo the Deſign was ſuſpended till his re- 
turn this Jaſt Winter. | 
In: November and December laſt they re-ſum'd their Con- 
fultations. and .told de /a Rue, that a Major-General was 
eoming from- France, and that a Man of Quality about Town 
had offered to disburſe two or three thoufand Pounds, if 
King Fames would give order for it ; which, he ſuppog'd, was 
to buy Horſes for the Deſign. | 
About the beginning of February following: they told we 
la Rae, that the ſaid Major-General was come over from: 
France, with a great many others, and that ſomething would 


he put. in. execution ſpeedily for the King's Service. This.

Major-General nd others, was Sir George Barclay, with a 
Brigadier, and Sub-Brigadier, and ſome other Officers, and 
about 1-6 Troopers of the late King Fames's Guards,who were 
ſubfilied at the Rate of 4 s. per Day, as the Guards were 
here, and did not ſtir abroad without leave : And with them 
Mr. Charnock and Captain Porter had ſeveral Confetences, 
to contrive how to aſſaſſinate King W3iliam : Which they 
look?d upon themſelves as authoriz'd to do by the late King's 
Commiſlion, brought over by Sir George Barclay, to levy War 
upon the Perſon of King William ; which Sir William Perkins 
told Captain Porter he had ſeen, and that it. was a// writ by 
King James's own Hand, and ſigned by himſelf. Ta the next 
| place they debated the,ſeveral Propoſals for doing it ; ſome 
being for attacking the King as he came from Richmond upon 
rhe Road, and others propos'd it to be done when he was 
on Horſe-back at Cue, and Sir George Barclay was for having 
it done by Ambuſcade in' the Park by Richmond, where a 
certain Number of Men on foot ſhould lie in the Wood to 
attack the King as he came by, and the reſt of the Conſpi- 
rators ſhould at the ſame time fall on the Guards ; Sir George 
ſaying that he had as' much Money as would buy 4o Horſes | 
for the Deſign : Sir W:/iam Perkins ſaid, he would lend five, 
three of which ſhould be mounted with his own Men, 
Captain Charnock undertook to furniſh ſix or ſeven Men out 
of the Country ; Captain Porter promis'd he would bring” 
. ſeven Men and Horſes; and Sir George Barclay ſaid fur 
ther, that Lowick and others, who came over with him from 
France, would engage in the Deſign, and make up the 
Number. 

On Saturday, the 8th of February, Captain Porter, Cap- 
tain X#7yg, and Mr. Xnightly, went and view*d the Ground 
' on both ſides of the River, having lain the Night before 
at the Swan-[m in Knights-bridge. On the Saturday Even- 
ing they return'd and made their Report to the Company, 
and then it was agreed, that the horrid Murder ſhould be 
B 2 | per- 
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perpetrated in the Lane betwixr Brandford and 7urnham- 
Green. Sir George Barclay had bought 2o Horſes for the 
Expedition, and the Men they had provided being about 
45, were to have been divided into three Parties, and 
Sir George Barclay was to have four out of each Party to 
. ſeize upon the King's Coach, and to ſhoot into it, and kill 
the King, and all thoſe that were with Him. And Briga- 
dier Rookwood was to have commanded one Party of Sir G, 
Barclays Men to attack the Guards, and Captain Porter ano- 
. ther to attack the Guards-on both ſides of the Lane, and 
Captain Charnock was to. command a' faurth Party to attack 
the Guards on the Rear-, all of 'em were to fall on as 
ſoon as Sir George and his Party fired upon the Coach, and 
they were to be dreſſed in Country-mens Habit, that they 
might be the leſs taken notice of. They rejoyced mightt- 
Pl at the fitneſs of the Place, ſaying, that it was the rareſt 
or the execution of the Deſign that could poſſibly be 
thought of, as having the Park-Pales on one fide, and the 
River on the other : The Lane being moreover ſo narrow, 
that the Officers anJ the Guards could go but very few a- 
breaſt : They deſign'd likewiſe to have laid an Ambuſcade 
behind the Park-Pales, and to have had the Pales ſawed 
ſo far, that, when the King's Coach came into the Place, 
they might have been eaſily brokea down for the Horie- 
men to attack the King in his Coach; and ſaid, that ten 
or twelve Men on the other {ide would beat 100 of the 
Guards during the Conſternation, eſpecially having the Park- 
Pales before them for their defence. | 

Having thus reſolved on the place, they appointed Cham- 
bers and Darance as two Orderly Men or Spies to lie at 
Kenfigton, the one to give Intelligence when the Guards wene 
out, and the other to give an account when the King went, 
and afſoonas they ſhould receive advice that the King was 
' gone, they were to go by three or four in a Party to pre- 


veat ſuſpition, and to diſperſe themſelves in the ſeveral Inns 
which

which Darance had viewed before hand about Brentford and 
Turnham-Green, where they were to be bileted by two or 
three in an Inn that they might not. be obſerved. Sir George 
Barclay was to be at the King of Bobhemia's-Zead in Turnham- 
Green, having appointed a Man to acquaint him when the 
King Landed, and then he was to give notice to the reſt 
who were to form themſelves into ſeveral Bodies, and take 
their Poſts as agreed upon, and when the Matter was over, 
they were to make the beſt of their way to London, and lurk 
there till the Frexch Troops Landed, of which they had af- 
ſurance upon the leaſt intimation of the Succeſs of the Con- 
ſpiracy, as alſo that 4 or 5000 French were to Land in Scot- 
land to give a Diverſion there. 

The Deſign and Method being reſolved on, their next care 
was to provide Men, Horſes, and Arms, and to appoint a 
day for the Execution of it ; and the firſt day they fixt upon, 
was Saturday the 1 5th of February, but the King not going 
abroad that day, Chambers one of the Orderly Men gave 
notice of it about Noon to Charnock, who ſent word to Cap- 
tain Porter by a Note ſubſcribed Robinſon, which was a name 
that Charnock usd ſometimes to go by, and ſo their Rende- 
vouz was Countermanded. 

However _ continued in their Reſolutions to proſecute 
the wicked Deſign, and in order thereunto, met abour it at 
the Sun-Tavernin the Strand, on Friday the 21/7. of February, 
being the day before they intended to make the ſecond at- 
tempt ; there they diſcourſed about half an hour of their for- 
mer diſappointment, and ſeveral of them expreſs'd their fears 
of the thivgs being diſcovered, but Captain Porter telling 
them, that if it had been ſo, they ſhould have been taken up 
beſore that time, they reſolved upon the Perpetration of the 
horrid Fat next day. Captain Porter complaining that 
his Horſes were ſick, Sir W:;am Perkins undertook to fur- 
niſh him by means of Mr. Lewis, Gentleman of Horte to the 
Earl of Feverſbamw, who liad promig'd it ; and accordingly

- Mr. Lewis ſent three Horſes with Saddles, Holſters, and Pi- 
ſtols to the George-Irn in Holborn. Then Sir William Perkins, 
and. Captain: Porter, and Mr. Charnock communicated the 
Liſts of the Men which they were to furniſh towards the 
Deſign to one another, and: Captain Charrock went to look 
after his Men, whom he had brought up out of the Coun- 
try on purpoſe. And Captain Porter ſent Feys to hire 0- 
ther Horſes for the Expedition. Then each of *em took care 
to have their Q»ora of Men in readineſs againſt the next 
day, ſome of whom as Cranbarn, Kendrick, and Keys were 
. in an adjoyning Room. Captain Porter had a Mu{quetoon 
that carried eight Bullets, which he promiſed to lend to Cap- 
tain Pendergras, and told him, that if the King's Coach 
made any great haſte to get away, he might eaſily prevent 
it by killing or laming one of the Horſes with that Gun. 
And Captain X7»g did thereupon ſay to Captain Pendergras, 
T hope you will not fear to break the Glaſs-Windews ; to which 
Pendergras replied no, and that he would have an Hard or a 
Finger in the Buſineſs. However the Conſpirators met with 
ſeveral diſappointments both as to time and men, for one 
of Major Lowick's Men having told his Wife, that he was 
to mount for King James's Service, ſhe followed him to the 
Coftee-houſe, and cried after him, fo that he was oblig'd to 
abſcond ; Xenrick another of them pretended that he had 
broke his Arm ; Sherbornaskt ſo many Queſtions concerning 
the Aﬀair, when propos'd to him, that ttiey durſt not cru 
him; one Plowden whom they had very much reckoned up- 
on, did alſo diſappoint them ; and one Swee? an Exciſe-man, 
whom Sir Wi/iam Perkins deſign?d to have imployed in it, 
baving told Sir W://;am upon his asking him the Queſtion, in 
what condition he had left his Family, that they were but 
very ill provided for, was thought fit to be diſpenced with. 
Charnock either out of ſuſpition of Monſieur De /a Rue, or 
becauſe of ſome averſion to him, kad told him ſome time be- 
fore, that the. Deſign of Aſſaſſinating the King was laid aſide, 
| | becauſe 
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_ and that he found thoſe People who were Sanguine, hot and 
forward, were now grown cold, that he believed the 
King was acquainted with it, becauſe he had not been abroad 
2 good while, and that he heard it wasagreed in Council on 
the Fraday night to take up ſeveral People, adding, that to 
communicate Deſigns of that Nature to many People, orto 
dclay them, were both dangerous, and that not above thee 
ought to be acquainted with it; but Captain Porter told 
Monſicur.De/a Rue, that he found all People that were con- 
"cerned as reſolute for the Execution of it as ever they 
were. | 
There happened alſo before this ſome differences amongſt 
them, about che way of putting the Deſign in Execution ; 
Capiain X:g reflected upon Charnock, alledging-that he did 
not argue like a -ouldier, and that he deſired to have his Poſt 
in as lattle danger as poſlible ; he reflected alſo upon Cap- 
tain Perter, laying. 1 hat he had as much Fat in his Brains. 
as he had in his Body, and was angry becauſe the Propoſal 
of doing it by Ambuſcade,* whiciz was made by himſelt and 
Darance was rejected, and told M. De /a Rue, that becauſe 
Sir George Barclay was not ſure enough of Horſes to carry 
them off after the Aſſaſſination, therefore they reſolv*d to 
attack His Majeſty in the Lane betwixt Brandford and Turn- 
ham-Green. On Tueſday the 11th of February, M. De /a 
Rue met Meys in the Street, who told him he was going with 
a Lerrying Trumpet to Sir W:/liam Perkins for his Troop of 
Horſe; anda little after M. De 1a Rue met Captain Porter, 
who told him that all the Company would be at the Nagg's- 
Head about 7 or 8 a Clock that night, at which time 
M. De /a Rae went thither, expecting to have been admit» 
ted, and askt for + aptain Porter, but was told that he was 
above with ſeveral other Perſons, and in the mean time a 
Coach arriv'd at the Door with two Scotch Gentlemen, 
whereof Sir George Barcklay was ſuppogd to be one, and a 
little after comes. Captain Charnock and another likewiſe in- 
| 'y 
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a Coach, andthe Captain endeavoured to hide himſelf from 
M. De /a Rue, but perceiving; he . could not, he askt De /a 
- Rue if he would not go up Stairs to the —_ which 

he 'refus'd, ſaying, /e would not trouble them, becauſe he 
heard they were bujie, but took this repulſe ſo ill, that he 
had ſome thoughts of going to the Duke of Shrewsbury's 
Office immediately for tome Meſſengers to apprehend them, 
but forbore, becauſe he thought he had not enough then to 
make it out againſt them, and ſo difſemiled his purpoſe for 
ſome time longer, and to poſſeis rhem with an opinion of 
his being cordial in the Deſign, propos'd ſome Names of 
Men to make up the deficient Number of thoſe who were 
to be in the Aſſaſſination, and ſo they preſſed forward to- 
wards the Execution of the horrid Parricide as above-men- 
tioned, which was happily prevented by Captain Pendergras 
and Monſieur Le /a Rae's diſcoveries, whereof they them- 
ſelves gives the following Account. * 

Captain Pendergras having received a Meſſage from Cap- 
tain Porter about the 1 12h ot February laſt, to come to Town 
he met him on the 1374 ar the Blue-Paſts in Spring-Gardey, 
where Captain Porrer told him of the Deſign to kill the 
King, and that Sir George Barcklay and other Officers were 
come on purpoſe out of France, in order to put the fame 
in Execution. Captain Pexdergras was much troubled at 
the hearing of this, but faid nothing, deſigning aſſbon as 
he could to acquaint the Earl of Porrz/and with it, which he 
did on Friday the 14th of February at Night ; and the Earl 
baving imparted. it to the King, His Majeſty deſired to 
ſpeak with Captain Perdergras who was carried by the Earl 
of Portland into the King's Cloſſet after 12 at Night. His 
Majeſty askt ſome Queſtions at the Captain, who declared 
what he knew of the Matter, but refugd to name any Per- 
ſons, faying, That his Intention was only to prevent” the Exe- 
cution of the barbarous Deſign, and not to be an Evidence : 
Whereupon the King pronmus'd him that he ſhould te fafe, 

and

and not forced to come in as Evidence, and ſo the Captam 
told all he knew, the Earl of Portland and my Lord Carts 
being preſent with His Majeſty. ; 

That he deſign'd to have diſcovered it laſt year, it it had 
come to an head and been ripe enough for Execution, but 
ſeeing it came to no head then, he deferred troubling the 
King with it. He deſigned alſo to have prevented arty 
. miſchief if the. King had gone out on the 15th of February 
laſt, by acquainting two or three General Officers with it, 
and dividing ſome of tlie Guards into ſeveral Parties in the 
Lanes betwixts Brentford and Turnham-Green, and ſo to have 
ſurpriz'd the Aſſaſlines and their Horſes in the-feverel Fnns 
where they were quartered. But on - Monday the 17:b of 
February, tearing that they might alter their Reſolution, and 
that he ſhould not know how it was to be done, he went to 
acquaint 'Brigadeer Lew/ox with the Matter, but he was 
gone out of "Town. Next day he met with the Brigadeer, 
inform'd him: of the buſineſs, and begg'd of him to acquaint 
the King with it, which he promis'd to do. 

Tho'the Matter was thus diſcovered, the Aſfaſſines knew 


*| nothing of it whatever they might ſuſpet, but till pre- 


pared for the Execution ; and. that Morning when the ſecond. 
attempt was to have been made, their Horſes and Men were 

in readineſs: and upon the News from Chambers -one ef 
their Orderly Men, that the King was to go abroad that day, 

they expreſled a great deal of Joy. 

But on the Receipt of another Meſſage from Chambers 
that the King did not go abroad that day, they were put 
into a very great confuſion, and concludes that the thing 
was diſcovered, and ſo much the rather becauſe they had 
been diſappointed two Saturdays together. At the ſame time 
Keys came up and told them that the Guards were all come 
back in a foam, that the King's Coaches were brought back 
to the, Meuſe, and that one of my Lord of Oxford's Regi- 
Ment told himthe People G——_— ſomething of a Diſco- 

very. 
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very. However they would not part without drinking trai- 

terous Healths to the reſtoring of the late King, and his Queen, 
and the Prince of Wales ;-and Mr. Porter took an Orange 
in his hand and ſqueez'd it,and tegan an Health to the rotten. 
.Orange, and faid, tho? we are diſappointed one day, I hope 

to have another, and ſo the ſaid Health went round, then: 
Captain Porter, Captain Pexdergras,. and Mr. Keys. went out 


of Town to hide, becauſe Mr. Pendergras. was reſolved not . 


to be an Evidence,. but Xeys was firſt ſent to acquaint Char- 
»ock where they might be heard of, and to tell him that if 
the Matter was not diſcovered, they would ſtill go on to 
put it in execution.

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On the 1-4. of February, at night, Charnock meeting one 
Bertram, who was to have been engaged in the Defign, he 
told him, that he heard of Warrants being out againſt them, 
and faid they had as good if he would cone to his Lodging, 


go out to Kenſington, do the Work at once, and take the 


Prince of Orange off, and then they fhould be at quiet, and 
have the King peaceably here, fo reſolute was that Wicked 
Man in the purſuit of the Horrid Deſign. Sir George Barclay 
did then alſo ſend to Captain Porter, deliring himto come to 
his Lodgings that night; but the Captain did not think it ſafe 
todo ſo, ang went out of Town with Pendergras and Aeys 
to Leatherhead 1n Surrey, where they were taken the 7harſ- 
day after, and brought to Whztehall on Friday night, when 
Captain Porter being examined before the Council, ſeenvd 
to be ſorry for his tault, and promis'd to make Attonment 
by a Diſcovery ; whereupon the Lord Cuts came out and 
acquainted Mr. Pexdergras with Captain Porter's having ac- 
knowledg'd the whole Matter, and that he had named him, 
which he thought had difcharged him from any obligation 
of friendſhip, and ſo Captain Pexdergras became willing to 
ſerve the Government likewiſe as an Evidence. This is 
what has hitherto come to light, as to the Hiſtory of the 
Conſpiracy againſt the King's Life. = 
And as to the Original of it: it appears by the depoſitions 
of Captain Porter at the ſeveral Trials of Charnock, Xing, and 
Keys, Sir Fohn Friend, Sir William Perkins, Brigadeer Rook- 
wood, and Mr. Crauburn, that Sir George Barckl/ay brought 
over a Commiſſion all writ by the late King's own Hand, 
and ſigned by himſelf to Levy War upon the Perſon of the 
Prince of Oraxge, and that a Brigadeer, Sub-brigadeer, and 
about 16 of King James's own Guards were ſent over at ſe- 
veral times to be actors in the Horrid Murder, for which 
end they were ſubſiſted privately in Londoy, acquainted with 
the'deſign,and ordered from time to time to be in readineſsts 
put the lame in Execution, and that after Sir George's arrival,

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Sir William Perkins and Charnock, &c. prepared for the ſame, 
and were wholly guided in the Aﬀair by Sir George's direQi- 
ons, which is explain'd and confirm'd by the Evidence of 
Mr, George Harris at the Trials of Brigadeer Rookwood and 
Major Lowick, where he depoſed, that being at St. Germains 
en Laye in France, on the 14th of Fanuary laſt, N.S. hewas 
ordered to wait upon King Fames at Dinner, which being 
over, he was introduced to the ſaid Prince, with whom Col- 
Tonel Parker and one Fare were preſent, that King Fames 
told him that he was ſenſible of the good Services he had done 
him, and that he had now another carnal) of ſervin 
him, and muſt go for Erg/and, where he ſhould be ſubſiſted, 
and that he muſt follow Sir George Barcklay's direftions, whom 
he would find walking in Covent-Gardey, on Mondays and 
Thurſdays betwixt 6 and 7 at night, with a white Hand- 
kerchief hanging out of his Pocket ; and thereupon ordered 
him and the ſaid Zare xo Piſtols to bear Charges, and told 
him that if they happened to be wind-bound at Calais, the 
French Preſident of that Town ſhould have orders to ſubſiſt 
them, which was done accordingly ; and when they came to 
: London, Sir George allowed them 5 5s. per day when they had 
no Horſes, and 6 s. per day when they had Horſes, and told 
them and the reſt that they were his Janiſaries, and muft 
attack the Prince of Orange, which ſufficiently explains 
Sir George's Commilſion. | ; 

The Depoſitions of Captain Porter and Mr. Farris, are 
fufficient to ſatisfie any impartial Reader, that the Court of 
St.Germains was concerned in the Aſſaſſination; but as to the 
French King's part in the fame, we are not to- expe& ſuch 
poſitive Evidence, there being no cauſe why he ſhould ap- 
=_ above-board in it, fecing the late King Fames who has. 

is dependance upon him, was the moſt proper Perſon to 
give a. Commiſſion for the: putting it in Execution. Yet 
there are ſo many circumſtantial Proofs to fixt it upon the-

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eMcny it, can fo much as doubt of his being at the bottom 
of it. The chief of thoſe Circumſtances are. 1. His Bro- 
ther the Duke of Orleance's Letter, which the Duke diſpatche 
by Expreſs to the Duke of Sapoy his Son in Law, to give 
him notice that there was certain Advice from England, That 
the Prince of Orange was at the point of Death ; wheregpun 
His Majeſty of Great Brittain was by direfions of his Brother 
the King of France, gone to Embark at Calais with ſuch a 
mumber of Forces as would be ſufficient with the aſſiſtance of thoſe 
which were to joyn them in England, to reſtore him to his 
Throne, &c. Þ. The Expreſſions dropt by. the Servants of 
the Count 4+ Avaux the French Ambaſſadors in Swedey, that 
the Tyrant of England was dead, and their inſolent Language 
upon that occaſion to the Proteſtants at Szockholm. 3. The 
ſcandalous Medal coined at Paris juſt before the diſcovery 
about 10s. value, having on oneſide the Portraiture of King 
William . with this Inſcription round it, Galielmus Awriace 
Princeps Ang/liz Tyrannus, and on the Reverſe, the Efigies of 
Abſolom hanged in a Wood, with this device, Ecce Magnus 
Abſolom, which did plainly point at the deſign of Mur- 
dering the Kingin Richmond-Park. 4.The Univerſal Report of 
the King's being killd as a Hunting ſpread'through the French 
King's Dominions, eſpecially in the Frontiers, as from 
Montroyal, Treves, Dinant, &c. and the confidence which 
| the French did every where expreſs of the Succeſs of their 
Deſign, ſo as to ſlight the Mediation of thoſe Princes and 
States, whom they did formerly court to be interceſlors for 
a General Peace, and thus Monſieur Amelor the French Am- 
baſfador in | rin did imperiouſly tell the Swiſſe Can- 
tons juſt before the Diſcovery, that his Maſter would force 
' the Alliesto a Peace by the Power of his own Arms, and the 
Cardinals de Fourbin and Beauvais gave it out. at Rome, that 
the French King would in a little time give ſuch a Blow as 
fhould amaze all Europe. 5. The Prieſts and Monks ſtuff?*d 


_ their Sermons with Predictions of the wonderful _ 
that. 
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-that ſhould fall out 1n a little time, amongſt which tha@i. 
diculous Paſſage of a Bernardime Monk at St. Gau/l in _— 
laxd, tound in the Dutch Amſterdam Gazette,is none of the leaſt 
remarkable, viz. that there was a Cake in the Pan, which 
if well bak't, the whole World ſhould taſte of ; but on the 
News of the Diſcovery, he told his Auditors that the Devil 
had made the fire too hot and burnt the Cake. 6. The 
Duke of Barwick's complement to the Frexch King, on his 
taking leave of him at Yer/ails, viz. that he hopt in a few 
Months to return as Ambaſſador Extraordinary from Eng- 
land, with thanks from his Father for all hiz®good Offices. 
7. The Folly of the Enterprize to think of re-eſtabliſhing 
King Fames with 26000 or 30000 Men, when King Wit 
liam was in England, and the Parliament fitting, conſidering 


_ © how Univerſally he is beloved by the Country, doth plain- 


ly declare, that ſucha Deſign could never be the Reſult of - 
the French King's refined Politicks, ſo that his very attempt 
to make a Deſcent upon England with ſo ſmall a Force, ar- 
gues his being privy to the deſigned Aſſociation. - 8. The 
notice given to the Yenetian Ambaſſadors by the Emiſſaries 
of France in their way hither, that they needed not make 
roo much halle, for perhaps, they ſhould not find King 1/:/- 
lam here, the aſſurance with which the French Ambaſſador 
at Lisbou told Queen Dowager, that he believed King Fames 
to be now upon his Throne: the Earl of Perths making haſte 
from Rowe to wait upon King Fames in England, and other 
things mentioned in the Foreign Gazez?s, and particular 
Letters too long to be enumerated, fix the matter beyond 
ail diſpute upon the French Court. 9g. The French King 
having mentioned in hjs Letter tothe Count  Avaux at the 
Court of Sweden, that his Troops were to Embark and fol- 
low King Fames into England in caſe of InſurreQtion there, 
is a ſtrong preſumption of his being privy to the Aſſaſſinati- 
on,_ſor *tis not to be ſuppoſed that the French King who is 
1o laviſh of his Money for good Intelligence, as that which 
; / hath 
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- Fath hitherto kept life in his affairs, could be fo ill informed* 


of the poſture of things here (eſpecially when we conſider 
the numbers of Jacobites, which have crept into all the Pub» 
lick Offices of the Kingdom, and make it their buſineſs to- 
ſend Intelligence to France) as to be ignorant of the declin- 
ing condition of King Fames's Intereſt, and how impraQtica- 
ble it it 1s for his Party to raiſe a Rebellion here, exceptthey 
be firſt encouraged by a Foreign . Invaſion, which appears. 
by Sir Fohn Friend's Trial, to have been the opinion of all 
thoſe Jacobites who were not acquainted with, or con- 
ſenting to the Aſſaſſination. Sir Fob» himſelf having poſi- 
tively declared that he would not ſtir ſtill the 7howlon Fleet 
came about, viz.. to render the Deſcent practicable, and it 
appears by the Tryals of the Aſſaſſines, that they lookt upon; 
the Aſſaſſination as the beſt means to facilitate King Fames's - 
Return,. and ſeeing theres now, no doubt but that the ſame 
was undertaken by the late King's Commiſſion, and that 
ſome of the Aſſaſſines were ſubſiſted at Ca/ais by the French 
. King's Preſident there, till they could Embark for England. 
We have no reaſon to doubt that the French King did alſo 
countenance the Deſign, -and that nothing elſe could be the- 
meaning of the Tyſarrettion in England, mentioned by the 


French King to d Avaux, upon which King 
ment: depended, but the Aſſaflination.

We ſhall now proceed to the Hiſtory of the Invaſion, . 
which doth plainly appear by what hath been ſaid above, . 
to have depended intirely on the Aſſaſſination of the King's - 


Perſon. 


 Forat the time of the Za Fogue Epedition, when the hte - 
King intended a Deſcent upon Erg/and, there were Conſulta- 

tions amongſt the Jacobites to attack the King betwixt : 
London and Harwich, either ascoming from or going to Flay-- 
ders, ſo that it is cvident they never thought the Re-eſtabliſh- - | 
ment of the late King feaſible, while King W:/:am was alive, 

and upon-the aſſurance they had of the. barbarous . Deſigns - 


being; 
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&eing put in Execution , the French were ſo imprudent 2s 
_ to fay to the Duke of .Savoy and others, That the Methods 
laid down. for. the-Re-eſtabliſhment of King Fames were in- 
fallible. | | | 
As to the Invaſion, the Hiſtory thereof appears to be as 
followeth. Their deſign to invade us from La-Hogue was 
happily defeated by the Glorious Vitory which his Maje- 
ſty's Fleet obtain'd over: the Freuch Fleet, under the Condu& . 
of Ad. Raſſel near Cape La-Hogae, which did ſo. much diſhear- 
- ten the Confpirators at home, that they abandoned their - 
Deſign of attacking the King betwixt Farwich and London ; 
but they did afterwards renew their Purpoſe to procure an 
Invaſion; for, as it appears by Sir Fohm Friend and Sir Wil- 
. liam Perkin's Trials. they '/had a Conſult about the latter end 
of May,or beginning of Fuxe-laſt,firſt at the Old Xing's- Head 
in Leadea-Hall-Street, and then at Mrs. Mountjoy's, a Tavern 
in St. Fames's-Street. At the firſt there were preſent my 
Lord 4isbury, my Lord Montgomery, Sir Fohn Friend, Sir W. 
Parkyns , Mr. Charnock, Sir Fohn Fenwick, Captain Porter, 
Mr. Cook, and Mr. Goodman came in after Dinner : There, 
they agreed to ſend Mr. Charnock to France, 'to invite the 
late King Fames to make a Deſcent upon Eng/and, and to 
folicite the French King to furniſh him with xo000 Men, 
viz. 8000 Foot, 1000 Horſe, and 1000 Dragoons : Where. 
upon. Mr. Charnock replied, That he-did not care to go-0n 
a fooliſh Meſſage, and therefore deſired to know what'they 
would promiſe to. do: In anſwer to which, they all agreed 
to aſſiſt King Fames at the Invaſion, and to join him with 
2000 Horſe; or, as it appear'd afterwards by Sir W:liam 
Parkyns and Sir Fohn Friend's Confeſſions to the Committee 
of Parliament, with 4000 Horſe ; of which Sir Fohs Friend 
was to raiſe 200 for his own ſhare, he having received a 
Commiſſion from the late King, ſigned above F AMES 
RE XX, and counter-ſigned _ ſome Years before, to 
.be a Colonel of Horſe, and had accordingly appointed one 


Brice | 
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Brice Blair to be his Lieutenant-Colonel, as alſo one Sclarer, 
Son to a Clergy-man, who was only to be Titulary Lieu- 
tenant-Cologel, but to have the Command of an Indepen- 
dent Troop of Nonjurant Parſons. Sir Fokn had alſo ap- 
pointed his Captains, and other Inferior Officers, amongft 
whom were Fi/her, Richardſon, Barnſly, Vers#tti, Hall, &c. 
and paid out Money to Brice Blair, towards the Liſting” or 
Encouraging of Men to take Service 1n his Regiment. Ar the 
ſecond Meeting there were preſent my Lord of Aisbary, 
Sir Fohn Friend, Sir William Parkyns, Sir Fobn Fenwick, 
Mr. Charnock, Mr. Cook; Captain Porter, where all of them 
told Mr. Charnock, That they adher'd to the Reſolutions a- 
greed upon at the firſt meeting, and defired him to go and 
acquaint the late King with ſo much ; which he did accord- 
ingly, and return'd with this Anſwer, which he imparted to 
my Lord of Ailsbury, Sir William Parkyns, and others of 
Quality, viz. That King Fames thankd them for their kind 
Offer ; but the French King could not then ſpare ſo many 
Men. Charnock did alſo carry particular Meſlages from K. 
Fames to 'the faid Perſons; and upon ſetting the laſt De- 
ſign of the Aſſaſſmation-on foot, the Deſign of the Invaſion 
was alſo renewed: And they had a Conſult at the Nagg's- 
Head Tavern in St. Fames's-ſtreet, where were preſent Sir G, 
Barclay, Sir Fobn Friend, Sir William Parkyns, Captain Porter, 
Mr. Ferguſon,and one Holms, and Mr. Charnock,and Mr. Har- . 
riſen came in after Dinner. Captain Porter depoſed at Sir.F. 
Friend's Trial, That there were ſeveral Whiſperings amongft 
them in the Room at this Meeting, of which he knew nof 
the Subje& ; and that Sir George Barclay told him, That ſome 
People who were not ſo violent, wrote over to King Fames 
to ſtop the Buſineſs : Upon.which Sir Fobn Friend feenvd 
to be diſſatisſied, and faid, That if any thing were hid from 
him, behind the Curtain, he was not fairly dealt withal, and 
would proceed no further ; for it appeared that Sir John 
diſapproved of the Aſſaſſination, as that which wotd ruine 
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King Jawe#s Afairs, and ſaid he wonld do nothing till the 
 Thoulon Fleet join'd the Breſt Fleet : Sir John Friend did alſo 
tell Captain Blair, that Sir Fohn Fenwick had four Troops of 
Horſe in a readineſs, and that he believ'd he ſhould Com- 
mand the Regiment that he was engaged in: That there 
was a Roman Catholick of 60 Years of Age, a very ſenſj- 
ble Man, ſent over to K. Fames for the laſt Orders ; and that 
Mr. Ferguſon would engage in the Deſign, and bring in a 
great many Men. Sir John did alfo promiſe to make one 
Fiſher his eldeſt Captain, on Condition that he would bring 
in a Troop; which he undertook to do. 

It did alſo appear, That Sir W. Parkins had receiv'd « 
Commilſion from the late King James to raiſe a Regiment 
of Horſe; had rais'd a Troop for himſelf of old Soldiers, 
and provided Arms for them ; there being 32 Carbines, 25 
Caſe of Piſtols, and about 40 Swords, with Hilts for them 
an a ſeparate Box, found hid in a Border under his Garden- 
Wall in Warwickſhire, where he had ordered them to bu- 
ried about the time of the Diſcovery. Sir W://;am did al- 
fo tell Sweet about Chriſtmas laſt, who was one of the Evi- 
gences againſt him, that he had Jong had an Aſſurance, 
that King Fames would Land; but now he had it under 
his own Hand, - that he would make a Deſcent very ſpee- 
dily; that he himſelf had made great Preparations to meet 
him ; that his own Troop was ready, and that ſeveral Pers ® 
fons who had been Officers would ' be Voluntiers under 
him. Sir Wil/;am did allo go to Leiceſterſhire to meet ſe- 
veral Gentlemen from the North and from the Weſt, to 
fettle a Correſpondence, and to conſider how to meet the 
late King at his Landing, ; and accordingly he went, taking 
one Scudamore along with him, and at Leiceſter he met Cap- 
tain Tarboroug/-Son to Sir Thomes Tarborough, and a Parſon, 
who came as far as from 7:rk to the Conlult, beſides thoſe 
that came from: other Places, where they concerted Mea- 
ſures fog meeting King James when he landed, and ſettled a 
Cor- 
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Correſpondence, and told Sweet after his return in Faxuary 
laſt, That the Weſt was as well inclined for K. James as 
the Narth ;-and that there was no hazard of any Miſcar- 
riage. . | 

This is all that doth yet appear as to the deſign of a Re- 
bellion at home. As to the deſign of the French Invaſion, 
the Hiſtory of it hath been already given in the /mpaxzial 
Account of the horrid and deteſtable Conſpiracy, &e. printed 
for John Salusbury ; together with the Procegdings upon the 
diſcovery, to the execution of Charneck, King, and Keys, 
and therefore we ſhall not repeat it here, bur proceed with 
the Narrative of Afairs relating to the Plot ſince that time, 
and ſhall begin with a Letter from Weymouth of the 9:6 
-of March, importing , That one Lieutenant Wrozh , of a 
Preſs-Ketch , having receivd a Letter from one 7ooth at 
Londoa, "which had theſe Words in it, | The Xing of a ſud- 
den is falling ill, 1 will give you a farther Account in my next.] 
He ſpoke - it openly on the firſt News of the diſcovery ; 
whereupon he was ſecur'd. | 

We had at that fame time an Account, That many ſer- 
viceable Horſes. were bought up in Lancaſhire before the 
diſcovery ; and that Guinea's a-piece were given for them 
in Earneſt ; and that the like had been done in Tork/hire and 
other Places of the North ; but that the Buyers, after the 
diſcovery, did neither come for their Horſes nor their Ear- 
neſt. And ſeveral remarkable hunting Matches were alſo 
obſerved to be made in other Parts of the Kingdom about 
the ſame time. 
- One Major Pitman was then brought Priſoner out of the 
Country. And fome Perſons were taken up for ſcattering 
pro arans Libels about, ſaying, That the Plot was not dt an 
end yet. 

On the 12th of March we had an Account by Exprels, 
That Sir Cloudeſly Shove! had begun to throw ſome Bombs 


into Calais at high Water. pe 
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On the 14th of March we had Advices from beyond) 
$:a, That the Plenipotentiaries of the Congreſs at the: 
Hague had propog'd an 'Aſlaciation, to join with England tor 
detend His Majeſty King Wiliam, as Rightful and. Lawful, 
King of Great Britain and Treland, in Oppoſition to King 
Fames and the pretended Prince of. Wales ; and that if K. 
Filliam ſhould come to an untimely Death, except it be in, 
open Battel, they would Aſſociate with. Eng/avd ta re- 
venge lt. 

One of the Evidences about this-time made ſuch a diſco«. 
very as did in a great meaſure confirm the -Laxcaſhire Plot ;. 
which the diſaffected. Party had ſo much laboured to ridi-. 
cule. Some Iriſh Men-were alſo obſerved to come over: 
with a deſign to have join'd the Rebels, in caſe of an Inya-. 
fion, and divers of them were taken up, as were: alſo ſeve- 
ral other difaffe&ted Perſons :. And for the better Security 

of the Government, the Parliament did about this'time 
- paſs. an A, impowering, His Majeſty to apprehend and de- 
tain ſuch Perſons as he ſhall find. cauſe to ſuſpe& are con- 
ſpiring againſt His Royal Perſon or Government, and to 

+ Keep them in Cuſtody without Bail or Main-prize, till the- 
firſt of September, 1696. And quickly after we had Ad- 

' vices, That there were about 7000 Horſes, with abundance: 
1 of Arms, belonging to ſuſpe&ted. Perſons, ſeized in the ſe-. 
-  veral Parts of the Kingdom. A Proclamation was that day 
publiſhd for a Publick Thankſgiving, for his Majeſty's hap-. 

py deliverance from the Conſpiracy, to be obſerved on. the: 
x6th day of April. | ; 

The horrid Deſign to aſſaſſinate King W:/:am having.mif- 
carried, the. French King was ſo much aſhamed of-it, that 
he was about publiſhing a Marife/to, to. declare to all the: 
Princes of Europe, That neither he nor King James had any, 
handin it; becauſe, even thoſe Neutral-Princes who had for- . 
merly ſome deference to the French Kmeg, hat! declared their- 
Abhorrenge of ſo foul a Crime; and the King. of Denwark, 
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in particular ſent the following Orders to his Reſident in: - 
England, dated at Copenhagen, March 14. 1696. That he 
was to acquaint his Majeſty of Great Britain, with the Joy 
which the King _of Denmark had conceiv'd at. the happy 
diſcovery of the Conſpiracy, which was a Deſign ſo perni-- 
cious; and that, beſides the common Obligation which lay 
upon him. with all Sovereigns to concern himſelf in that - 
Aﬀair, he found himſelf more obliged thereunto than any 
other Prince, becauſe of the ſtrit Alliance and Afiinity be. 
twixt the King of Great Britain and the Family of his Roy- 
al Highneſs Prince George , his- Brother, who. would have 
been an. equal Sufferer with the faid King in this Diſaſter, 
and that his Daniſh Majſty could not omit teſtifying fo : 
much to his faid Royal Highneſs, by a Letter writ to him 
with his own Hand on this ſubject. 

After this we had an account of a Letter which the 
French King, ſent to his. Ambaſladors at. ſeveral Courts, all 
of the ſame Tenour with that which he ſent to the Count 
a* A4vaux his Ambaſſador in Suedey, as follows, viz. - 

©The deſign I have always had to improve the Opportu 
*nity which ſhould offer it ſelf towards the re-eſtabliſhment- 
*of the King of England upon his Throne, hath prevail'd : 
<with me,. on his Requeſt, to advance my- Troops to the - 
© Coaſts, that they: may embark and follow that Prince into - 
© England, in caſe that the InſurreCtions there confirm: the 
.* Advices which he hath had of a long time, of the Loyalty 
*of many of his SubjeCts;. the longing deſire which they 
© have to ſee him at their Head, and of the Nations gene» - 
©ral diſcontent with the Prince of Oraxge*'s Governmegt; 
© but, if the Succeſs.do not anſwer his ExpeCtation, all Fx- 
© -ope ſhall ſee that. 1 am not weary of giving Aſſiſtance to 
2 King who is abandon'd by all thoſe whom the common 
<Intereſt of .. Crowned. Heads ſhould oblige to maintain 4 
him... 
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''The French Court were ſo confident of the Succeſs of 
this Enterprize, that Monſieur the Duke of Orlcaxce, Bro- 
ther to Lewis XIV. writ to his Son-1n-Law, the Duke of 
Savoy, to the effe& following. That they had certain Ad- 
vice from: England, of the Prince of Orarge's being at the 
poinit of death, and that he believed the Frehch Court 
would have an account of his being dead before that Ex- 
preſs could reach 7xrin ; whereupon his Majeſty of Greaz 
Britain, by directions of his Brother the French King, was 
| Fone to Ca/ais in ofder to embark with ſuch a Number of 
French Forces as would be ſufficient, by the Aſſiſtance they 
ſhould meet with in Ermg/and, to re-inſtate him in his 
Throne: And if that were 'once effe&ted, it would fo far 
break the Meaſures of the Allies, as to enable his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty once again, on his own Terms, to give Peace - 
to Europe ; adding, That he hop'd this timely Intimation 
would make him corfſult his own Security ere it was too 
late; and aſſur'd his Royal Highneſs, That if he would 
make any advance towards an Accommodation with the - 
King of France , he ſhould not find him wanting on his, 
Part to cultivate a good Underſtanding betwixt them. 

On the- 19th of March we had an account, That Captain 
Turner of the Sophia Tranſport-Ship, who had been detain'd 
at Dunkirk, leſt he ſhould have acquainted us with the 
Preparations, being ſuffered to return after their diſappoint- 
ment , had writ to the Commiſſioners of: the Sick and: 
Wounded, That the Freych had nigh 30000 Men defign'd 
for the Invaſion, with 28 Men of War, 700 Tranſport- 
Ships, and 8© Piece of Cannon. 

-» About this time ſeveral Priſoners were brought up from 
remote Counties on account of the Conſpiracy. All the 
Companies of the City were ſummoned to fgn'the Afſſo- 
ciation. And the D. of W:rtembergreturn'd again with moſt 
of the Forces which he had brought over from Flanders, 
to have oppos'd the French in caſe of an Invaſion. bs

On Monday the 23d of March ,* Sir Fohn Friend was ' 
brought to his Trial at the 0/4-Baily, before the Lord Chief 
Juſtice Zo/r, Lord Chief Juſtice Treby, Mr. Juſtice Nev, 
and Mr. Juſlice Rooksby;; where it was prov'd againſt him 
by Captain Blair, That he had been ae ſeveral Conſults 
with the Lords Alubury and Montgomery, Sir John. Fenuyh, 
Mr. Charnock, &c. as above-mention'd. Sir Fohn excepted 
againſt the Evidence, as being Papiſts : But the Judges gave 
it as their Opinion, That a Papiſt might be a good Evi- 
dence in Law : And it appear'd by Sir Fobz's Confeſſion af- 
terwards, that their Evidence was true ; and 1n fine, Sir Fob 
was found guilty. | | 

That ſame day a Proclamation was publiſhed, for appre- 
hending the Lord Montgomery and Sir Fohn Fenwick, offering 
500. /. Reward for each. 7 

On Tueſday the 24th Sir William Perkins was brought to 
his Trial at the 0/d-Baily, before the ſame. Judges, where 
his being at the ſame Conſults with Sir Fohn Friend, &c. 
and his Concern in the Deſign to aſſaſſinate; the King - was 
prov'd, by Captain Porter, and Sweet an Exciſe Man: 
Whereupon he was: found guilty, and Sentence paſs'd upon 
him and Sir Fobx Friend that ſame Night. | 

They were afterwards examined by a Committee of both 
Houſes of Parliament in. Newgate, where: they owned the 
Truth of what had been fworn againſt them at their Tri- 
als; and that at the Conſults they agreed to join K. Fames 
upon his Landing- with 4000 Horſe; but would make no 
further diſcovery ; Sir William Parkyns ſaying, That he 
would not redeem. his own Blood at the Expence of theirs whom 
he had drawn in, They were' executed according, to. Sen- 
tence at 7yburn on Friday, April 3. And publickly abfolv'd, 
with impoſition of Hands, by Cook, Sat, and Colljer, three : 
Non-jurant Parſons. And delivered the following Papers -

T7 Nnowing that I muſt immediatly give an Account to 
K Godof all my ACtions, and that I ought to be eſpe- 
cially careful of what I fay in theſe laft Hours, I do fo- 
lemaly profeſs, That what I here deliver, is from my ve- 
ry Soul, with all the Heartineſs and Sincerity of a dying 
Chriſtian. 
- The Cauſe Iam brought hither to ſuffer for, I do firmly 
believe to be the Cauſe of God and True Rehgton, and to 
the beſt and utmoſt of my Knowledge and Information 
agreeable to the Laws of the Land, which I have evermore 
heard do require a firm Duty and Allegiance to our Sove- 
reign ; and that as no Foreign, ſo neither any Domeſtick 
Power can alienate our Allegiance. For it is altogether new 
and untelligible to me,that the King's SubjeAs can depoſe and 
dethrone him on any - account , or conſtiture any that 
have not an immediateRight in his Place. We ought, I 
think, not to do ths; and ſurely when'it is done, to afliſt 
him in the Recovery of his Right, is juſtifiable, and our 
Duty. And however things may ſeem at preſent, I do 
believe, T am ſure I heartily pray, That he ſhall be one day

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It's obſervable, that His Majeſty was all along ſo indul- 
gent to Mr. Caryl, that notwithſtanding his being Secretary 
to the late Queen, yet the: Profits of his Eftate were duly 
return'd him beyond Sea ; but it appearing that he paid Sir 
George Barclay 8501. with his own Hand, for carrying on 
- the Aſſaſſination, he has been Outlaw'd ſince, and that No- 
ble Lord, above-mentioned, has the promiſe of the Eſtate. 
Ir's alſo obſerved, that Mr. Cary/did lately build a new Houſe 
upon the ſame, and preſerved the Ancient Manſion from 
decay, which he had taken care to have repair'd and beau- 
tify'd juſt, before the Diſcovery.

Nor-'is it to be ſuppoſed, That our Proteſtant'Fore-Fa- 
thers in Q. Elizabeth's time, when the Chief of them, and 
eſpecially rhe Biſhops, ſolicited that Princeſs to cut off Ma- 
ry Queen of Scots, who was, according to the then Laws, 
the undoubted Heireſs of the' Crown, becauſe they fore- 
ſaw by the Plots, whereof ſhe then ſtood convicted, that 
her acceſſion to the Throne muſt be'attended with the un- 
avoidable Ruine of their Laws and Religion.
